Super H-Bo mb Believ ed Abo ut Same Size As Ato m Bo mb 


WASHINGTON, J an. St — A 
leading independent scientist 
said to day that a hy dro g en- 
ato mic bo mb up to 1,000 time* 
as po werful as the Hiro shima 
blast mig ht weig h little mo re 
than the present A-bo mb. 
The scientist said a fair as­ 
sumptio n wo uld be that the H- 
bo mb, co nstructio n o f which 
the g o v ernment is co nsider­ 
ing , was desig ned with the 
lo ad-carry ing limits o f ex ist­ 
ing bo mbers in mind. 
Ato mic bo mbs no w being 
manufactured are believ ed to 
weig h clo se to fiv e to ns each, 
as is Indicated by the six e re­ 
quirements o fficially g iv en fo r 


planes that eo uld effect their 
deliv ery . 
The scientist, who asked that 
his name be withheld, s a i d 
that at 5 # percent efficiency 
the additio n o f abo ut a to n o f 
hy dro g en and a co nv ersio n 
ag ent wo uld be needed fo r the 
flaming superbo mb. 
Hy dro g en and the ag ent ma­ 
terial, po ssibly lithium, wo uld 
be built into the structure o f 
the present bo mb and wo uld 
partly displace its c a s i n g . 
They wo uld fo rm a "‘s h e l l ” 
aro und the ato mic ex plo siv es. 
Heat fro m the ato mic ex ­ 
plo sio n is calculated to set o ff 
a hy dro g en reactio n similar to 


that which o ccurs o n the sun 
co nv erting the hy dro g en into 
helium g as. 
The scientist said the fact 
that the bo mb wo uld be up to 
1,000 times mo re po werful may 
be misleading as to Its de­ 
structiv eness. He ex plained as 
fo llo ws: 
A 
radio 
statio n that 
in­ 
creases its po wer 100 t i m e s 
do es no t g et 100 times as 
much distance. If the s t a r t 
was in lo w po wer, the distance 
increase may be ten times. 
Fo rmulas familiar to blast­ 
ing eng ineers sho w that blast 
rang e increases ev en less. An 
ex plo sio n 1,000 times as po w­ 


erful may hav e a blast rang e 
o nly 10 times as g reat. 
Heat rang e increases in the 
same ratio as bro adcasting 
distance. A bo mb depending o n 
bo th heat and blast effects 
wo uld increase its rang e o n a 
ratio in between tho se fo r 
dy namiting and fo r radio sta­ 
tio ns. 
The calculatio n is co mplicat­ 
ed by the fact that the super 
bo mb, fo r max imum effect, 
wo uld be ex plo ded at a much 
hig her altitude than the 1,7 00 
feet at which the Hiro shima 
bo mb went o ff. 
The result o f the calcula­ 
tio ns is an estimate that th a 


H-bo mb’s area o f to tal de­ 
structio n wo uld be so mewhere 
between 30 and 100 s q u a r e 
miles. 
At the lo wer fig ure, t h a t 
wo uld be 10 percent o f the area 
o f New Yo rk City pro per. 
The scientist said that t h e 
pro jected H-bo mb used alo ne 
co uld no t be co nsidered an 
“ abso lute weapo n,” but that it 
mig ht beco me 
an 
abso lute 
weapo n If deliv ered in quan­ 
tity in the manner o f Wo rld 
War II bo mbing raids. 
Whether such raids wo uld 
be po ssible, he added, wo uld 
be a questio n o f pro ductio n, 
deliv ery 
and 
especially 
o f 


radar and o ther air defenses. 
The scientist further ex plain­ 
ed that hy dro g en, which can 
he separated in quantity fro m 
water, pro v ides the simplest o f 
all ato ms, co nsisting o f o ne 
pro to n and o ne electro n. The 
pro to n is 1,8 00 times larg er 
than the electro n. 
Under 
multi-millio n-deg ree 
heat co nditio ns, the pro to n be­ 
co mes 
separated fro m 
the 
electro n 
and 
perfo rms 
the 
same functio n as a neutro n bi 
an o rdinary chain reactio n. It 
can enter the nucleus o r split 
o ther ato ms. 
When a heat-pro pelled pro ­ 
to n enters the nucleus o f a 


lithium ato m, the co mbinatio n 
div ides into two helium ato ms. 
The pro cess is best describ­ 
ed as the co nv ersio n o f hy dro ­ 
g en into helium g as, with lith­ 
ium In this case as the ag ent. 
Unlike the result w i t h the 
much heav ier uranium ato ms, 
the co nv ersio n rather than the 
splitting releases energ y . 
The max imum energ y re­ 
leased wo uld be 3.4 times 
g reater per po und o f material 
than in the uranium pro cess. 
The chance fo r efficiency at 
hig h speeds mig ht be fo ur to 
eig ht times g reater fo r the fo l­ 
lo wing reaso ns: 
1. In tho o rdinary bo mb the 


ato m splitting neutro ns are 
pro duced by a chain reactio n 
which causes a slig ht delay tn 
their appearance and l i m i t s 
the number o f neutro ns. Sines 
the “ split” must o ccur befo re 
the bo mb flies apart, t h i s 
g reatly limits efficiency . The 
first bo mb had an efficiency o f 
abo ut 10 percent. 
2. 
In the hy dro g en pro cess, 
there is no chain reactio n o f 
that kind. The pro to ns are un­ 
leashed instantly and simul­ 
taneo usly by heat, and 
t h e i r 
number is limited o nly by the 
amo unt o f heat created a n d 
the weig ht o f'material t h a t 
can bz carried.

ST. LOUIS, Jan. 30—In speak­ 
ing o f the H-bo mb, we sho uld 
no t be thinking o f a specific 
weapo n, but rather o f any weap­ 
o n that may be much mo re de­ 
structiv e than tho se used in past 
wars. 
The q uestio n is: “ Sho uld t h o 
U. S. attempt to dev elo p st ch 
mo re destructiv e, perhaps v ast­ 
ly mo re destructiv e, weapo ns?” 
My reply is that in a Demo c­ 
racy , the ultimate answer to 
such a q uestio n rests with the 
peo ple, just as do es the right to 
declare war. 
Tho se who must take actio n 
are tho se entrusted with the de­ 
fense o f the natio n, the Presi­ 
dent, the Department o f Defense 
which repo rts to him, and Co n­ 
gress. 
• 
• 
AS SOUND military strateg y , 
it is pro bable that the American 
co urse o f actio n o n such a mat­ 
ter as this sho uld no t be made 
kno wn unless as part o f a gen­ 
eral internatio nal agreement, fo r 
such kno wledge wo uld aid o ur 
po tential enemies. 
But the decisio n made by the 
President 
and 
his 
adv isers 
sho uld be based o n a kno wledge 
o f the v iews o f the American 
peo ple, to w'ho m they are ulti­ 
mately respo nsible. 
Thus, the mo ral and practical 
q uestio n, “ sho uld we try to de­ 
v elo p a weapo n that might be 
1,000 
times 
mo re destructiv e 
than the A-bo mb,” sho uld be re­ 
ferred to the peo ple fo r t h e i r 
judgment. 
This judg ment m u s t be 
weig hed by the President in 
the lig ht o f his kno wledg e o f 
the military situatio n as he in­ 
structs the department o f de­ 
fense what co urse o f actio n to 
fo llo w. 
The facto rs that must be co n­ 
sidered are such as these: 
A. Will the weapo n be an im-

Under 
multi-million-degree 
heat conditions, the proton be­ 
comes 
separated 
from 
the 
electron 
and 
performs 
the 
same function as a neutron in 
an ordinary chain reaction. It 
can enter the nucleus or split 
other atoms. 
When a heat-propelled pro­ 
ton enters the nucleus of a 


lithium atom, the combination 
divides into two helium atoms. 
The process is best describ­ 
ed as the conversion of hydro­ 
gen into helium gas, with lith­ 
ium in this case as the agent.

D. Are we willing to take the 
responsibility for not preparing 
such a weapon for our defense, 
when we know that if we can 
make it other nations can also 
and very possibly it is under de­ 
velopment elsewhere already? 
My main point is that this is 
not a question for experts, either 
militarists or scientists. All they 
can do is to explain what the re­ 
sults will be if we do or do not 
try to develop such destructive 
weapons.

This is demo nstrated by a gro up 
o f 61 patient* who were o bserv ed 
in the 
ho spital and fo llo wed, 
after their discharge, for a num ­ 
ber of years. Their ages ranged 
from 3 to 22 years, the av erage 
being between 9 and 10 y ears. 
Hospital treatm ent was carried 
out under the superv ision of a 
nurse who had a special k nack 
of dealing with children, and an 
appreciation of their need for en­ 
couragement and praise. The 
children were giv en nothing to 
drink after six o’clock a t night 
and, during the first few days in 
the hospital, 
were taken out of 
bed a t 11:00 p.m. and 2:00 a.m. to 
go to 
the toilet. 
When a child began to show 
improv ement he was awak ened 
only once at night. Later on, the 1 
patients were taught to respond 
to an alarm clock and they could 
get up themselv es. 


Sev ere Cases 
In more sev ere cases, tne pa- 


more than six out of ton, the bed­ 
wetting was stopped completely. 
In another fourth of the p a­ 
tients, the habit was brok en after 
the first few nights in the hospi­ 
tal. Howev er, in about one-fifth 
of the cases no improv ement oc­ 
curred after discharge from the 
hospital. All in all, more than 
three-fourths of the patients 
could be regarded as cured by 
this form of treatm ent. 
Practically all of the patients 
had been giv en medicines of one 
sort or another before they were 
adm itted to the hospital. In no 
instance did the use of the 
drugs 
bring any benefit. 
It would appear that this simple 
treatm ent brings as good results 
as those requiring more activ e 
measures and the use of drugs.
